To-day, however, Mr, Adams is known
as the custedian of the relics of the Len-
ni Lenape. The interesting collecticn in-
cludes the pipe of peace referred to; also
the cedar flute upon which was played
the sgtirring war dance held by the In-
dians at the time of Braddock's defeat;

feace and war.

It was the Delawares who granted to
the early colonists the Stites of New
